Berlin, Feb. I.— French-Belgian measures to enforce German 
coal deliveries reached completion of their first stage early today. 
The rich Ruhr valley where Germany draws more than half 
of her entire fuel supply was completely cut off from the rest of 
the country. 
Not an ounce of coal was permitted to leave the d i s ­ 
trict for German destinations. 
At the same time German < ustom* stations will* h formerly had nerved 
for collection* on goods entering the country from Belgium, France and Lux­ 
embourg, replaced with troop* and French civilians, which immediately aet 
about the business of collecting customs. 
More and more French troops moved Into the B uhr district Imlay until 
reports from certain districts made it appear as though the occupation had 
just begun. Among the forces that were sent in. however, w ere included many 
troops trained in railroad work.

At tile same time German custom s stations which formerly had served 
for collections on goods entering the country from Belgium. France and Lux­ 
embourg, replaced with troops and French civilians, which im mediately set 
about the business of collecting custom s. 
More and more French troops moved into the Ruhr district today until 
reports from certain districts made it appear as though the occupation had 
just begun. 
Among the forces that were sent in. however, w ere included many 
troops trained in railroad w-ork. 
E ssen, central city of the Ruhr va l - 1 


ley industry, bore the brunt of the in- j 
vasion. 
Completely isolated from the 
outside world as far as rail or wire 
com m unications were concerned, the I 
city even began to feel the pinch cl 
hunger. 


The entire Ruhr w as not without a 
touch of this in fact. 
W ith tran sp or­ 
tation disrupted, distribution of food­ 
stuffs was seriously hindered. 
The 
French are buying out private stores, 
sending prices rocketing. 


The German government, is prepar­ 
ing to establish motor trucks to run 
foodstuffs in 
and out of the Ruhr 
should rail com m ission he com pletely 
cut off. 


The shortage of milk is most se­ 
vere, w hile meat grow s scarcer daily 
in the occupied zone. 


W ith all these difficulties, the in ­ 
habitants of the Ruhr maintained a 
stubborn front and the French found 
it n ecessary to deport 15 m ore offi­ 
cials today, including the director of 
the E ssen branch of the Reichsbank.

w illfu lly destroys or perm its waste 
in

production, 
m anufacture 
storage or distribution or w ho lim its 
or restricts the supply or 
who 
de­ 
mands unjust and unreasonable pro­ 
fits or anyone w ho aids or abets such 
practice shall he punished by a fine 
not to exceed $1,0000 or tw o years 
in prison, or both". 


The bill applier to all articles of 
food and clo th in g for hum ans, in ­ 
clu d in g food 
for dom estic anim als 
and 
includes burial caskets, build 
ing m aterials, gas 
and 
electricity, 
lights, pow er and beat, fuel, tools, 
m achinery and equipm ent necessary 
for the production of the connnodi- 
t ies.

M inneapolis is"to go back to a war-time rule which dented 
the use of the court house assenTbly hall for political discussions. 
This rule might have some justification during tho war that it does 
not possess in time.; of peace. 
It seems to be established that when 
a nation is at war citizens must not discuss the m erits of the ques­ 
tion but throw themselves into it whether they think it justified 
or not. 
To take an opposite position in w ar days leads to grave 
charges against the one who takes it. 
Hut even in America, ii 
another w a r breaks out. there will be many more who ask ques­ 
tions and denounce warfare than there were in 1917-1918. 
But to revert to a war-time policy in peace times for the pur­ 
pose of preventing minority speakers appearing in public buildings 
is not an evidence of tolerant citizenship. The reason for this de­ 
cision is found in the fact that ‘‘the hall has been opened to several 
undesirable speakers.” 
Thesr speakers are undesirable to one 
pail of tile public but not to that other part who invites them and 
secures the building in which they are lo speak. 
Hut it seems that 
only that part of the public thai1 is in control is to have the right 
of expression in buildings built and supported by the people as a 
whole. And, because of the offense that would Ik* given to the min­ 
ority party if others were allowed to use* the hall When it was 
denied to them, the hall will not be opened for any political dis­ 
cussions at all. 
Political discussions are important. 
They afford an oppor­ 
tunity of telling the people what one or the other party may be­ 
lieve to be true and both sides have something to say. 
However, 
if the minority, which may not be over prosperous is compelled lo 
hire halls, the majority will have an advantage because it secure s 
funds more easily and rents halls more readily. 
It would seem that if one side bas a right to a hearing the 
Other side lias an equal right to be heard. 
Aimerica is suffering 
from altogether too much censorship. The m ajority is too insist­ 
ent that its particular viewpoint be accepted, and is too ready to 
demand that others swallow it wholesale. 
Truth always wins out 
in the end and those who have the truth on their side need not 
fear tin- attacks of the opposition. 
Civilization is built on a con- 
11 jct of ideas and ideas that work themselves into the conscious­ 
ness of tic' people through subterranean channels are more alive 
and potent for good or ill than those that appear in the open.

T he demand for the repeal of tin* indeterminate sentence law 
is tin* result of tin- wave of lawlessness that has aroused thought 
as to how crime may la* reduced. The era of lawlessness through 
which we are passing has led to a demand for more severe penal­ 
ties, and is placing the emphasis on punishment as a penalty to 
be exacted rather than something remedial which may in time af­ 
ter correction return the prisoner to society. 
• 
There are strong reasons why a definite sc ii tenet* for all crimes 
should not be imposed. Criminal acts are s nnetimes committed by 
men whose natures are not criminal. These make a mistake, under 
the influence of evil companion ;, who may be inherently criminal. 
Such may be found guilty of a crime in which, in a moment of 
lolly, they had a part, but because they are not really bad at heart 
they may be returned to society after a period of confinement has 
proved to them what lamentable consequences have resulted from 
their mistakes. 
On the other hand there ave men whose natures are violently 
criminal. 
These ought not to be allowed to have their freedom. 
Perhaps they are the victims of mental disorders rather than 
anything else and their prison should be? one in which mental dis­ 
orders are treated. 
Enlightened society is getting away from the 
desire to inflict a penalty upon a person whose heredity is to blame 
for his subnormal con.liti in. 
It is seen that in punishing such 
persons the state is actually indicting a penalty upon such a per­ 
son for certain defects for whit ii heredity ami environment are to 
blame. 
The real fact behind all these recommendations for treatment 
of criminals is that they are n it so important in themselves as the 
correction of the abuses of the present system which is not wrong 
in itself but is wrongly used. Such legislation contemplates legis­ 
lating the wrongs out of existence, and that cannot be done. Short­ 
sightedly, and without carefully considering the values of the pres­ 
ent indeterminate sentence law, those who attack it would sacrifice 
all of its advantages in order in at certain criminals, who are re­ 
leased under it without any valid reason for such release, remain 
confined until they have* paid some requisite price for their wrong­ 
doing. 
I he indeterminate sentence law should remain w ritten on 
our statute books and public sentiment should steadily demand that 
it be not abused.

IN D E T E R M IN A T E SENTENCE LAW 


THE demand for the repeal of the indeterminate sentence law 
is tile result of the wave of lawlessness that has aroused thought 
as to how crime may be reduced. 
The era of lawlessness through 
which we art' passing has led to ti demand for more severe penal­ 
ties, and is placing the emphasis on punishment as a penalty to 
be exacted rath er than something remedial which may in time* a f ­ 
ter correction return the prisoner to society. 
There are strong reasons why a definite sentence for till crimes 
should not be imposed. Criminal acts are sometimes committed by 
men whose natures are not criminal. These make ti mistake, under 
the influence of evil companions, who may be inherently criminal. 
Such may be found guilty of a crime in which, in a m oment of 
folly, they had a part, but because they are not really bad at heart 
they may be returned to society after a period of confinement has 
proved to them what lamentable consequences have resulted from 
their mistakes. 
On the other hand there are men whose natures are violently 
criminal. 
These ought not to be allowed to have their freedom. 
Perhaps they are the victims of mental disorders rath er than 
anything else and their prison should be one in which mental dis­ 
orders are treated. 
Enlightened society is getting away from the 
desire to inflict a penalty upon a person whose heredity is to blame 
for his subnormal condition. 
It is seen that in punishing such 
persons the state is actually inflicting a penalty upon such a per­ 
son for certain defects for widen heredity and environment are to 
blame. 
The real fact behind all these recommendations for treatment 
of criminals is thai they are not so important in themselves as the 
correction of the abuses of the present system which is not wrong 
in itself but is wrongly used. 
Such legislation contemplates legis­ 
lating the wrongs out of existence, and that cannot be done. Short­ 
sightedly, and without carefully considering the values of the pres­ 
ent indeterminate sentence law, those who attack it would sacrifice 
all of its advantages in order that certain criminals, who are re­ 
leased under it without any valid reason for such release, remain 
confined until they have paid some requisite price for their w rong­ 
doing. 
The indeterminate sentence law should remain w ritten on 
our statute books and public sentiment should steadily demand that 
it be not abused.

Into action Is a mooted question. 
Boxers say that the Instructions made the
